speeches had been made on the manner 
in which tho campaign of the pro-closing 
people had been conducted, which -was 
tendered possible by the bringing up 
for the consideration of the council of 
tho ordinance providing for tho closing 
of the saloons from midnight Saturday 
until B A. M. Monday, the ordinance to 
(jro into effect 96 days after its approv- 
al 
This ordinance was the one substi- 
tuted for the original ordinance on the 
Subject. 


Tho closing had in another manner also 
rpceived a blow earlier in the evening 
fcy the tabling of a closing ordinance re- 
ported, under instructions of the Coun- 
cil by the City Attorney 
In anticipation of a lively consideration 


of the saloon matter the lobby was full,

Oakland, Cal, June 3, 1895. 


To the Honorable Council of the City 


of Oakland Gentlemen—Under your in- 
•ftructions, as shown In resolution No 21,- 
072 I have prepared the accompanying 
ordinance for submitting certain propos- 
ed questions mentioned in said resolu- 
•ypi to a vote of the qualified electors 
pi Oakland. 


'"Thcio is no power given to express 
,ln words, cither in the Constitution of 
tho State, in the general law, or In the 
charter, for calling an election of this 
kind 


"It la cxtrcmelv doubtful that any court 
would hold it to be within the implied 
power* of the municipality, as incident to 
its express powers, or tat essential to the 
declared objects and purposes of the cor- 
poration. 
Dillon, on municipal corpora- 
tions,says. In section 85, it is a general 
and undisputed proposition of law Uiat 
a municipal corporation possesses and 
can exercise the following powers and 
Ijo other*: 


"First—Those granted In express words. 
"Second—Those necessarily or 
fairly 
Implied In or incident to the powers ex- 
pressly granted. 


"Third—Those essential to the declar- 
,ed objects and purposes of the corpora- 
tion, not simply convenient, but Indis- 
penslble. Any fatr,reasonable doubt con- 
cerning the existence of power is ro- 
•olved by the courts against tho corpor- 
tlon arrt the power is denied. 


• The proposed election, being outride 


of law (rather than against law) it Is 
impossible to say to what extent the pow- 
ers of the courts might successfully be 
invoked to restrain It or to prevent the 
Use of public property or the expenditure 
cf public money In conducting it, 
"It Is to be regretted that there Is no 
(express provision of law by which the 
people might directly express their wishes 
upon any proposed measure 
affecting 
their welfare."

Whitney Mot Comnted In. 


Bx-Saoretary Whitney ii one of the 


shrewdest politician* of the day. He 
never loses sight of the main chance. 
He has probably figured on the poasl- 
billtlus of obtaining; a presidential 
nomination. He has the advantage ot 
having great wealth. The barrel has 
become an Important factor in a na- 
tional election. There is also one dis- 
advantage. Whitney Is closely con- 
nected with the Standard Oil Company 
and -with several other large corpora- 
tions 


It was evident that if Whitney had 


aspirations for a presidential nomine. 
L'jn, he would not accept the office of 
fleer«t»ry of State—an office whloh he 
•ould have If he wanted it. According- 
to the reports at the time Cleveland 
•elected his cabinet, the office of Secre- 
tary of State was first tendered to 
iWbitney and afterward to Oresham. 
There is a strong impression that the 
office does not lead direct to the White 
Houco. 


Whitney may have had other reasons 


for declining the office. The rumored 
transfer of Secretarv Olney may yet 
be confirmed. Bayard had presidential 
aspirations, but the office of Secretary 
of Stale was no help to him in that re- 
spect. It did not help so great a nan 
as Daniel Webster.

Whitney will not sit down in the office 
of Secretary of State has just this sig- 
nificance—that If he is to be a candi- 
date for a presidential nomination, he

Tne Great Wheat Gamble. 


Fair's great wh"at gamble has been 


settled at last by the payment of about 
three million dollars for the wheat. 
Just what the shrinkage is cannot be 
accurately stated 
It is believed to 


have been not less than W.OOO.OOO, "While 
some estimates are more The losses 
made by the Nevada Bank in the fa- 
mous wheat deal were estimated to be 
not less than eleven million dollars 
Adding the Fair losses, there was sunk 
in these two transactions about $13,- 
000 000 
If th»a« estimates are 
too 


large, and a couple ot millions should 
be taken off, there ars instances where 
It 1» known that other wheat gambles 
resulted in an aggregate loae of not 
less than $2,000,000. 


It may fee safely set down that during 


the last five years the wheat gambles 
In San Francisco have resulted in losses 
aggregating' 116,000,000. No doubt money 
haa also been made in wheat transac- 
tions. As to the losses in the Fair gam- 
ble, if they had been three times as 
large there would have be*n no mourn- 
ers outside of those Immediately Inter- 
ested in the estate. If H had all be«n 
sunk in a wheat gamble there would 
be less occasion to fight over tha es- 
tate now. Fair, after the Nsvada. Bank 
loss, went into this wheat deal to illus- 
trate the way in which a man of great 
shrewdness, who had been uniformly 
successful, could manipulate the mar- 
ket. He had manipulated mines. H» 
would ha\o one go at the wheat, Just 
to show how the business could be 
done. 


Settled for tbe Present.

Our Friend, the Horse. 


When the electric road was Intro- 


duced in cities it displaced thousands 
of horses, whose lives had been made 
the harder by dragging street cars up 
and down hill and over the lough 
pavements. The life of a street car 
horse was not much more than four 
years after he was brought to this 
daily drudgery. Immense numbers of 
hoises were used up in the service. 


> y weia very good horses, selected 


for soundness and early maturity. 


Electiioity let them out of the har- 


ness. Prices for horses went lower and 
lower. Recently at a sale of horses 
Crom the Stanford lanah the average 
prl<>e was not much above J13/ a head. 
Similar horses would have brougrht, a 
few years ago, not less than $300 a 
head. T»sy were not woik horses, but 
we:'- well-bred animals, all having- the 
qualities of good roafletars. The blood 
of Blaotioneer was in many 6f these 
handsome horses. Some of them even 
might become famous on the turf. Yet 
there was really no market for them. 
A -v ery good horse can now be bought 
'or $75, and many have been cold as 
ow as too, while for common unbroken 
stork there Is really no market, save 
fur the hides. 


Then the bicycle made another revo- 
ution in the horse market, Thousands 
took to wheels in the place of bufcgjr 
riding, and other thousands deseft 
the street cars. 
On some street car 


ines in this country, It was recently 
reported that the rise of bicycles had 
made a monthly decrease of car reve- 
nue of not less than J500. On others 
:heie was a decline all the way down 
from those figures to J100 a month. 
Now the bicycle craze has Just begun. 
Sverybody is on two wheels Instead 
of four. Not only Is there a decine of 
revenue on street car lines, but the 
ivery stable keepers feel the depres- 
uon. The horse has another discount. 
rle is not wanted so much as formerly 
'er family use, nor Is he wanted in such 
arge numbers for livery stable use, 
especially In cities. 


There will yet be something- of a re- 
ctlon in his favor. The horse has not 
ost caste. He Is still the best animal 
friend of man. He may yet serve him 
n many new capacities. 
All great 


modern battles on the lani'l aave been 
fought by the aid of horses. There is 
not a county road on whloh he may 
not be found at some time. His faith- 
ulnese frequently earns for him the 
Itle of "family horse," while It is sel- 
dom that any one hears anything 
_ib<iut the "family dog." The horsa 
may be at a discount just now, but he 


as not lost caste. 


The Stanford Estate Suit. 


The suit of the Federal Government 


against the Stanford estate will be 
heard tomorrow in the Circuit Court 
on demurrer.

10 o'qloclf a brlpk west wind fanned the

Tho flarnqs spread so rapidly that 


tho people had to leave everything and 
run to a clearing two miles distant at 
Highland CorneiT. Women •with child- 
ren' In their anna shrieking and be- 
jrioanlnK their fate ran and stumbled 
tis they escaped 'from the fire. Many 
•worripn ifell eihauste'd and woro tram- 
•plccl on, tut reached the Highland in 
aa"ety. 
Nothing Is loft of tho once 


hustling littlo place. Tho lire la still 
burning fiercely amone tho oil walls. 
The Northern OU Company has twenty 
011 wells und a number of tanks burn- 
ing in these places now, and there Is no 
abatement to the't'ury of the flames. 


It is impossible to estimate thu loss. 


Tho -woods loading to Clark' Mills are 
one maps of, flames on both sld^s ol- 
tho roaot. How the people who live 
along tlje road could have escaped is 
beyond cornpi'ohonalon. There is no 
communication of. any description with 
this plalclo and no news Is obtainable 
from thil-ro, but there is no doubt of ev- 
erything having beisn burned In the 
path of Uie flro. Every available man 
is flghtliie tho fire, and there aro not 
halt enough. There is fie In every di- 
rection and all the efforts to check its 
progress seom lutlle. Coon Run, three 
tnllcs i'rom Kussell City, which was 
Wiped out yetorday afternoon, was en- 
tirely obliterated. The place consisted1 
ct twen.ty-soven buildings, a pump 
station, a school house and a sawmill.

Northern -OH Company, says that while 
he and his mon wero "buck-firing" a 
cure breeze frdm the west camo up 
Jlko majjlc and in less time than It 
takes to toll, tho flro was upon them.

Was as follows: 


Oakland, Cal, Juno 3, 1896. 


' To tho Honorable Council of tho City 
,of Oakland: Gentlemen—Under your In- 
^ructions, as shown In resolution No. 21,- 
072, I have prepared tho accompanying 
Ordinance tor submitting certain propos- 
ed ciuejtions mentioned In said resolu- 
lUpri to a vote ol tho qualified electors 
pi Oakland. 


'"Thero Is no power given to express 
,ln words, olthor in the Constitution of 
the State, In tho general law, or In the 
charter, for calling- an election of this 
kind. 


"It Is extremely doubtful that any court 
would hold It to too within tho Implied 
Dowers of tho municipality, as Incident to 
ltd express powers, or as essential to the 
'Declared objects and purposes of the cor- 
poration. 
Dillon, on municipal corpora- 
tions.says, in section 83, It is a 6°n.e,ral 
and undisputed proposition of law Uiat 
ft municipal corporation possesses and 
can exorcise tho following powers and 
1)0 others: 


"First—Those granted In express words. 
"Second—Those necessarily or 
fairly 
Implied In or Incident to the powers ex- 
pressly granted. 


"Third—Those essential to- tho declar- 
,«d objects and purposes of the corpora- 
tion, not simply convenient, but indis- 
penslble. Any falr,reasonable doubt con- 
cerning the existence of power Is ro- 
•olved by tho courts against tho corpor- 
tlon and tho power la denied. 


"The proposed olectlon, being outside 


of law (rather than against law) it Is 
Impossible to say to what extent tho pow- 
ers of the courts might successfully bo 
invoked to restrain it or to prevent tho 
*ise of public property or the expenditure 
.of public money In conducting It.

Con- 
cluding his resume, Mr. Ba'ssett said 
there was not a soul in the council who 
had received a majority vote. 


Mr. Manuel thon called Mr. Buckland 


to tho chair and spoke as follows:

"When I have finished what I wish to 


say I think no one will misunderstand my 
position on the snloon question, and I 
shall stato it in the language of tho 
Non-partisan platform. 


"I declare tho saloon to bo an Intoler- 


able eyll/wlthout ono redeeming feature. 
Far twyond all other causes oonmbined, 
It corrupts bur politics, brings discord 
Into families, destroys our young men, 
fills our prisons and robs bur worklngmen 
of their hard-earned wages. I pledge, my- 
self, honestly and earnestly,, to do all 
that public opinion will .sustain me lii 
doing,, to curtail or abolish it. I ask that 
saloons shall not b'.e -'either established or 
maintained -.in- districts againstvthe -pro-' 
test of '. tho inhabitants : thereof. • •-, '• 
••-,; 
I'Those are my 'sentiments,, and .the

. :"I do'"not consider that platform ex- 
treme'. ' If I did,: I should riot have 'sup- 
ported It, for I am not 4n extremist, nor 
am I a prohibitionist, but I believe earn- 
oslly" lii 'tHo'-principles o£ sobriety and 
moderation In all things. In tho plat- 
form I declare the saloon to bo an Intol- 
erable evil, and in its curtailment and 
abolishment, I pledge mysell to do all 
that public sentiment will sustain me in 
doings When I declare the saloon to be 
an intolerable evil I speak from the 
standpoint of a moralist and earnestly 
believe what I say, yet there are others 
in the community, .who do not hold rny 
views, 
"That they are wrong and I am right I 


have no doubt, ^peaking from a moral 
standpoint, but shall sot myself on a 
moral pedestal, as a member oil this coun- 
cil, and say to this man and that, because 
I have tho power, that strong drink 'is 
an ovil thlngft and by my voto I shall 
tako from you? Who aro thcyo men who 
drlnlc and support tho saloons? They are 
made up of all classes ol! our cltlKons. 
The church member, no doubt, furnishes 
the smallest percentage. The banker, tho 
capitalist, tho solid citizen anil man of 
affairs come next. There aro saloons al- 
most entirely supported by tills class. 
Then comes tho business man and on 
clown through .tho list ot mechanics to 
tho day laborer and oven to tho scaveng- 
er. In speaking of drinkers by classes In 
this "way, I mean tho moderate drinker, 
for It Is ho who. sxipports the saloon. Tho 
drunkard is amenable to tho law for his 
crime and should not bo considered. Tho 
classes to which I have referred aro not 
law-breakers. They commit no crimes, 
therefore they aro American citizens, 
who have rights and privileges that we 
aro bound to respect, and, having them, 
tholr wishes must bo weighed in the 1ml- 
anco with tho promoters oC this move- 
ment. That this is a question that ovecy 
citizen. Is Interested in cannot bo denied. 
It is a square issue, on which tho people 
have taken sides. It Is deemed so im- 
portant that our friends have considered 
it necessary' to come hero and crowd 
our lobby to suffocation; so important, 
indeed, that lawyors aro retained to orato 
on ono si'do, while tho other calls mas.s- 
meetings and makes the subject a text 
from which sermons aro preached from 
pulpits. 
"Undei' such' circumstances at) tl'.cse 


can I unblushlngly take it upon myself 
to say the majority want thin or thn.t? 
What does ovir platform say? 'I pledfro 
mynelf honestly and earnestly to do nil 
that public opinion will sustain mo In do- 
ing to curtail and abolish it.' 


"This I will Bo, but I ask for that public 


opinion. I want the proofs. 
The only 


proofs that can bo given on so Important 
a question is tho sentiment'of tho peo- 
ple as expressed at the. ballot box, and 
that is tho highest law known to an 
American citizen. Has it aver oeeured to 
tho members of this council wliy tho pro- 
moters 
of this movement do not want 


this question submitted to a voto o£ tho 
people? Thero can only be ono answer, 
and that is that they foar defeat. Tliat 
being the ease, note tho weakness oC tlioir 
position, for in a republican form oC gov. 
orniunit '.majorities must rule, else tlio 
whole fabric of our institutions falls. 
And iu tho Caco of tills v.-e. tl.o council, 
a\e asked to set a standard oi; morality 
fur this community according to t.ho be- 
liefs of those gentleman who liavo como 
befure- us, regardless of thu wishes of a 
possible large majority agalni;t it, 


"This possible majority tifralnst Sunday 


closing avo, in my judgment opposed to 
the methods you use, and by no means to 
tho end you seek to gain. There aro but 
few who do not recognize the terrible in- 
roads the use of liquor makes upon tho 
lives and health of tho people, upon the 
peace, h3.pplr.ess and prosperity of the 
family, and upon tho dignty and welfare 
of tlio community. 
"If tho end sought to bo accomplished 


by the advocates of this ordinance was a 
tangible thing and at all sure ot practtc- 
nl results it would not be opposed by mo. It 
would not bo opposed by members of the 
Municipal League, by men oC high moral 
character In the community. But it is 
sc, opposed, as shown by tho score ol re- 
spectable men who have coma and cx- 
I'Vossod themselves to me, by tho public 
•••x-prossions of opinion published in the 
daily press, etc. I have even had a del- 
egation of ministers ol.' the gospel como 
to mo and urge that this question bo sub- 
mitted to the people. 
"Even Professor Meads, an cxtromest 


on the subject ot prohibition, has given 
me, as his opinion, that this question, to- 
gether with that of local option, should 
go to a voto of the people, Even such men 
as Mr. K. C. Williams and Mr. Gary How- 
ard—and there Is no higher moral stand- 
ard represented in this community that 
Is rer.»=sentod by those men—have H"-ld 
to mo that this question should so to the 
people. 
"And lit tho face of this, wo arc mot 


with insinuations and intimidation from 
theso gentlemen of th cloth. There lias 
appeared, from day to day, in ,tho public 
press, /Interviews with- these reverend 
gentlemen, in which members of this

support saloon interests. 
• ' "It my reputation In tho community is 
a' sufficient guarantee to bo believed 
in making a public utterance, I declare 
such insinuations and charges, so far aa 
tlioy concern me, to be wicked, malicious 
and utterly false, and firmly believe tliom 
Io be so, so far as they concern ovcry 
member of this Council. 
"I believe 
that a position of public 


office, such 'as the members of this Coun- 
cil now hold, is as holy a trust as could 
be plased In our hands. I, for ono, will 
not violate that trust knowingly and In- 
tentionally. 
"In tho public press, under date of May 


20th, Rev. Mr. Racier says: 'Now, what 
would the effect of ths election be? The 
saloon people would vote solidly to keep 
saloons open every day, while our people 
would divide up on the question of Sun- 
r3ay closing and of closing every day. 
Tile Council, no doubt, liad this iu mind 
when the resolution was passed.' 


To show how 
malicious and untrue 


such an insinuation is, I desire to say 
that I personally prepared a resolution, 
comprising five questions to bo submitted 
to tho people, Involving total closing- of 
saloons, whloh was agreed to between 
Messrs. Towle, Mott. and myself. I then 
showed the resolution to Mr, Dow and 
Professor Meads. They Old not like my 
resolution, but prepared tho one which 
was passed by the Council involving only 
two questions. 
So that tho Injustice 


dono by Mr. Rader's Insinuations of May 
30th is done to Professor Meads and Mr. 
Dow."Mr. Rader is further made to say in 
publlo print on May 30th tho following! 
" 'Furthermore in this fight wo liavo 


made tho discovery that some of 
theso 
Von-partisan councllmen, prior to elec- 
tion, signed an agreement prepared by 
the liquor men, by the terms of which 
the candidates for the council were to 
look out for the saloon Intercuts if elect- 
ed. 
This agreement wo propose to- in- 


troduce to the public before this fight Is 
over.' 
"Now, as a member o£ this council, and 


with all respect duo a minister of tho 
bible, I demand tlio proofs of this charge 
or an acknowledgment of its falsity, tho 
same to be given as much publicity as was 
the charge. • It -this thing has occurred 
the public has a right to know it. If It 
has not occurred, and I believe it has not, 
then, reverend sir, where is your justice, 
where is your Christian charity? If these 
charges be not true you have done a 
wicked thing and aro undeserving the 
cloth you wear, and I say to you, sir, and 
to the members of my constituency, that 
I,stand on the floor of this counoll pledg- 
ed to ho saloon'and -no saloon inter- 
ests;' arid am untrammeled and (reo to 
voto on this and every .other question 
that, may present Itself. 
- ' 
"Another reason for opposition to the 
proposed ordinance is that it is but a

Bx-S«oratary "Whitney la one of the 


shrewdest politicians of the day. He 
never loses sight of the main chance. 
He has probably figured on the possi- 
bilities of obtaining: a presidential 
nomination. He has the advantage oC 
having (Treat wealth. The barrel has 
become an Important factor In a na- 
tional election. There is also one dis- 
advantage. Whltnsy Is closely con- 
nected with the Standard Oil Company 
and with several other large corpora- 
tions. 


It was evident that If Whitney had 


aspirations for a presidential nomina- 
tion, he would not accept the office of 
Secretary of State—an ofBoa whloh he 
could have If he wanted it. According: 
to the reports at the time Cleveland- 
eoleoted his cabinet, the office of Secre- 
tary of State was first tendered to 
i^Vhltney and afterward to Qresham. 
There IB a strong impression that the 
office does not lead direct to the "White 
House.

The Great Wheat Gamble. 


Fair's great w'hoat gamble has been 


gettldd at last by the payment of about 
three million dollars for the wheat. 
Just what the shrinkage Is cannot be 
accurately stated. 
It lo believed to 


have been not less than JE,000,OdO, "while 
some estimates are more. The losises 
made by the Nevada Bank in the fa- 
mous wheut deal were estimated to be 
not lens than eleven million dollars. 
Adding tho Fair losses, there -was sunk 
in these two transactions about »13,- 
000,000. 
If these estimates are too 


large, and a couple of millions should 
be taken oft, there are instances where 
It Isvknown that other wheat gambles 
resulted in an aggregate loss of not 
loss than $2,000,000. 


It may be eafely set down that during 


the last five years the wheat gambles 
in San Francisco have resulted In losses 
aggregating $15,000,000. No doubt money 
has also been made in wheat transac- 
tions. As to the losses in the Fair gam- 
ble, 1C they had boen three times as 
large there would have been no mourn- 
ers outside of those immediately Inter- 
ested in tho eatato. If it had all been 
sunk in a wheat gamble there would 
be less occasion to fight over the es- 
tate now. Fair, after the Nevada Bank 
. loss, went Into this wheat deal to illus- 
trate the way in which a man of great 
shrowdness, who had been uniformly 
successful, could manipulate the mar- 
ket. Ho had manipulated mines. He 
would havo one go at the wheat, Just 
to show how the business could be 
done. 


Settled for the Present, 


'At the Council meeting last night 


the Sunday Closing ordinance was post- 
poned until auch time as the question 
can be legally submitted to ke people 
and their verdloa recorded at the ballot 
box.

Our Friend, the Horse. 


When the electric road was Intro- 


duced in cities It displaced thousands 
of horses, whose lives had been made 
tha' harder by dragging street cars up 
and down hill and over the rough 
pavements. The life of a1 street car 
horse was not much more than four 
years after he was brought to this 
daily drudgery. Immense numbers of 
horses were used up in the service. 
They were, very good horses, selected 
for soundness and early maturity. 


Electricity let them out of the har- 


ness. Prices for horses went lower and 
lower. Recently at a sale of horses 
from the Stanford ranch the average 
price was not much above $137 a head. 
Similar horses would have brought, a 
few years ago, not less than $300 _ ft 
head. Thoy were not work horses, but 
were well-bred animals, all having the 
qualities o'f good roadsters. The blood 
of Electioneer was in many of these 
handsome horses. Some of them even 
might become famous on the turf. Yet 
there wan really no market tor them. 
A very good horse can now be bought 
for $75, and many have been sold as 
low c*B $60, while for common unbroken 
stock there Is really, no market, save 
fur the hides. 


Then the bicycle made another revo- 


lution In tha horse market. Thousands 
took to wheels in the place of buggy 
riding, and other thousands deser 
the street cars. 
On some street car 


lines in this country, it was recently 
reported that the use of bicycles had 
made a monthly decrease of car reve- 
nue of not less than $500. On others 
there was a decline all the way down 
from those figures to $100.. a month. 
Now the blcyola craze has just begun. 
Everybody is on two wheels instead 
of four. Not only is there a dectne of 
revenue on street car lines, but the 
livery stable kaepers feel the depres- 
sion. The horse has another discount. 
He is not wanted so mnoh as formerly; 
for family uea.nor is he wanted in'such 
large numbers for livery stable use, 
especially in clfles. 


There will yet be something of a re- 


action in his favor. The horse has not 
lost caste. He is still the best animal 
friend of man. He may yet serve him 
in many new capacities. 
All great 


modern battles on the land have been 
fought by the aid of horses. There is 
not a oounty road on which he may 
not be found at some time. His faith- 
fulness frequently earns for him the 
title of "family horse," while it is sel- 
dom that any one hears anything 
about the "family dog." Tho horse 
may be at a discount juat now, but he 
bas not loat caste. 


Tho Stanford estate Stilt. 


The suit of the Federal Government 


against the Stanford estate will be 
heard tomorrow In the Circuit Court 
on demurrer. As that goes to the very 
heart of the case, there ought to be a 
decision In a few days. Judge McKenna 
was a» origins' trustee of the Univer- 
sity, but he some time ago resigned 
that ofllce. Ho, however, will not try 
that case, feeling, probably, that he 
stands too near the parties in interest. 
One of the other Circuit Judges will sit 
in,this case. 


There is a growing impression that 


the questions coming up on demurrer 
will be decided In favor of the estate. 
Certainly the attorneys for the latter. 
have done all that was possible to 
hasten the issue,

abatement to tho'fury of the flames. 


It is impossible to eutimate the loss. 


The woods loading to Clark' Mills arc 
one maps ot flames on both sides of 
the road, llow the people who live 
along tjie road could have escaped is 
beyond comprehension. There ia no 
communication of any description -v\ ith 
this plaldo and no news is obtainable 
from thirc, but there Is no doubt of ev- 
erything having been burned !n the 
path of the fire. Every available man 
is fighting the fire, and there are not 
half enough. There is fie in every di- 
rection and all the efforts to check Its 
progress seem futile. Coon Run, three 
irlles from Russell City, which was 
•Wiped out yeterday afternoon, was en- 
tirely obliterated. The place consisted1 


of twenty-seven buildings, a pump 
station, a school house and a sawmill, 


A, B. Fowler, supelntendont of tho

This action was taken 'after

epeeehes had been made on the manner 
to which tho campaign of the pro-closing 
people had been conducted, which was 
rendered possible by tho bringing up 
tor the consideration of the council of 
tho ordinance providing for the closing 
of tho saloons from midnight Saturday 
until 6 A. M. Monday, the ordinance to 
jro Into effect 96 days after Its approv- 
al. 
This ordinance was the one substi- 
tuted for the original ordinance on the 
•ubject. 
'The closing had In another manner also 
received a blow earlier In the evening 
by the tabling of a closing ordinance re- 
ported, under Instructions of the Coun- 
cil, by the City Attorney. 
1 In anticipation of a lively consideration 
of the saloon matter the lobby was full, 
fcut there was noticed, with some sur- 
prise, the absence of Rev. Sir.

PEIRSOI/S OPINIQN. 


The opinion of City Attorney Pcirsol 


was as follows: 


Oakland, Cal, June 3, 1S95. 


To tho Honorable Council of tho City 


of Oakland: Gentlemen—Under your in- 
•ftructtons. a* shown In resolution No. 21,- 
072, I have prepared the accompanying 
Ordinance for submitting certain propos- 
ed questions mentioned In said resolu- 
tion to a vote of tho qualified electors 
pi Oakland. 


'"There Is no power given to express 
In words, either in the Constitution or 
the state, in tho general law. or In the 
Charter, for calling an election of this 
kind. 


"It Is extremely doubtful that any court 


would hold It to be within tho implied 
powers of the municipality, as Incident to 
Its express powers, or as essential to the 
geclared objects and purposes of the cor- 
poration. 
Dillon, on municipal corpora- 
*ions,says, in section 85. It is a genera] 
and undisputed proposition of law that 
a municipal corporation possesses and 
can exercise tho following powers and 
qo others: 


"First—Those granted Jn express words. 
"Second—Those necessarily or 
fairly 
Implied In or Incident to the powers ex- 
pressly granted. 


"Third—Those essential to the declar- 
,ed objects and purposes of the corpora- 
tion, not simply convenient, but indls- 
penslble. Any falr,reasonable doubt con- 
cerning the existence ol power is re- 
•olved by tho courts against iho corpor- 
tlon and the power is denied. 


"The proposed election, being outside 


of law (rather than against law) it Is 
{mposslble to say to what extent tho pow- 
ers of the courts might successfully bo 
invoked to restrain It or to prevent tho 
«se of public property or the expenditure 
of public money In conducting It. 
"It Is to be regretted that there is no 
«press provision of Jaw by which the 
people might directly express their wishes 
upon any proposed measure 
affecting 
their welfare." 
The clerk then proceeded to read the 
ordinance accompanying the opinion, but 
stopped short, saying that he could not 
continue, because certain vacant spaces 
fcad to be filled in to make It intelligible.

"The formation of an anti-saloon so- 


ciety and a largo gathering of people 
under its auspices is not an expression 
of the whole people. Thoro Is only one 
way in which this can bo taken, and that 
Is by secret ballot. I cannot see how this 
council can ret intelligently upon this 
ordinance, no: do I think It Is just and 
fair to throw tho responsibility upon this 
body without flrst obtaining an cxpics- 
sion of public sentiment. 
"Ihis Is a most Important piece of 
legislation. It goos farther and means 
more than any measure that has bc»n be- 
fore this body for somo time. It ib a 
sumptuary law and its adoption means 
tho abridgment of public rights, and anj 
measure that restrains the liberties of 
tiie people should bo referred to them for 
their decision 
"Equality is one of tho fundamental 


principles of our government and no cit- 
izen, body of citizens or society has an> 
rlffht to Insist that this council puss anj 
ordinance that would not bo sustained by 
a majority of our citizens. Tho senti- 
ment of a vast majority of tho people U 
that It should be subralted to them to 
voto upon; and It occurs to all fair-mlna- 
cd men that tho promoters of this move- 
ment should have been tho flist to haie

Mr. Bassctt sctd that he didn't under- 
stand It that way.

The chair said that Mr. Hoitmnn had 
been asked if his motion. Included more 
than the ordinance and tho opinion of 
the City 'Attorney, and ho replied that 
It didn't. 
THE ORIGINAL' ORDINANCE NOW. 


Mr. Towle, of the Committee on Judi- 


ciary, then reported 
to tho Council, 


without 
recommendation, the Surday 


closing ordinance, which had been under 
consideration by that committee. This 
measure aimed to close saloons at from 
midnight Saturday till 0 a. m. Monday, 
under a penalty of WOO. 


Mr. Towle said there were some de- 
fects In tho ordinance 
which he was 


sorry to see, and ono of them was that 
fixing the penalty for tho violation of 
the measure. He had had a talk with 
the Police Court Judge, who had oaid 
that the penalty was too high. The 
judge had further stated that ho would 
not take upon himself the responsibility 
of 'refusing a jury trial to any man 
who might bo brought before him ff 
tho ordinance should be passed. Tho 
Council, he claimed, had a knowledge 
ot what Jury trials had done In the at- 
tempt to punish violators of the liquor 
ordinances. The Council ought to aim 
to make the law effective. 
The chair asked Councilman Dow, as 
an attorney, as to what he thought about 
tho fine. 
Mr. Dow claimed he did not know what 


the clause -was. and was Informed that It 
contemplated a flne not to exceed WO 
Mr. Basaott said that that left it tilth 


in the reach of judge or Jury to fine 
a man one cent. It wau a very healthy 
ordinance to pass. 
Mr. Marshall moved that the ordinance 


be passed to print. There were several 
••cohds. 
Mr. Mott then «ecured the floor and 


•poSe aa follows:

that thlfl council was not acting- fairly in 
this rnattf r; that wo had gone over to tho 
saloon, and the resolution (referring the 
question to tho people) was cotten up 
with thft Intention of dividing tho anti- 
saloon voto. 
"I desire to contradict tbo statement 
and to say that it is absolutely false,- 
and ttils council hm bofn r-ro IKC<J and 


eii by him. 
TUB resolution -Rab 
up ul too "jnp-g^stion of rtiefo'"-0'- 
of th" High rchool. who IK an out- 


and-o-it prohibitionist and who repre- 
sented tho anti-saloon society at the IHHC 
moctlnrr of the Ordinance and Judiciary 
Committee. I supposed the latter gentle- 
man had decency enough to come out and 
deny the false imputation, knowing that 
It was absolutely untrue. But he remains 
silent, thereby aiding and abetting these 
maligners in their scheme of intimida- 
tion. 


"In last Thursdaj 's Examiner Mr. Rad- 
or of this ritv resorted to the moat des- 
picable method of tho flay (that of a 
newspaper Intoroview) in wlilch ho ilanQ- 
ered, most shamefully, certain members 
of this council. I have boon looking, 
slnco the publication of tho artlclo, for a 
denial or retraction, as I did not believe 
that any Christian gentleman, lot alone 
a clergyman, would make such a gross 
mlsetatemont or resort to Intimidation 
and fraud. 'As he hag not seen flt to 
malto any denial I take it that tho Inter- 
view Is genuine. Ho professes to have 
discovered that somo members of this 
council signed a pledge prepared by the 
liquor men wherein the lattor's Interests 
•n ere to be protected. If he has any such 
agreements, it Is duo tho people of this 
city that they should bo made public at 
once. If tho statement Is false and was 
only uttorod to Intimidate thi-? council I 
charge him -with being a deliberate falsi- 
fier, slanderer and a fraud." 
Mr. Mott then sat down and his effort 


was greeted with applause. 


He again arose and moved that further 
consideration of the ordinance bo post- 
poned until the question could be sub- 
mitted to tho people. The motion re- 
ceived several seconds. 


Mr. Bassett said that the statement 
had frequently been made that the coun- 
cil represented tho majority of the peo- 
ple. This statement was a favorite ono 
of the anti-saloon element. Ho had taken 
occcaslon, however, he said, to inquire 
Into the matter, and had looked over the 
tables and had found that the figures did 
not bear out the allegation. 
For in- 
stance, at the last election, where S.OOO 
votes or thereabouts had been 
cast, 
Towlo had received 3,118, Capell 
3,232 
Heltmann 
2,(25. himself 2.7SS. In 
the 
First ward, there had boon seven candi- 
dates, and Mott had received a plurality 
of eighty-three votes; in tho Second ward 
there had boen four candidates, and Mar- 
shall's plurality was only twenty-flve 
In tho Third ward there had been four 
candidates, and Marshall's plurality was 
sixty; In th Fourtht ward there had 
been five candidates, and Brosnahan had 
been elected by a majority of fifty-seven; 
In tho Fifth ward there had been five 
candidates and Buckland's plurality was 
forty-eight; in the Sixth ward there had 
been ten candldates.andWatklnson walked 
in with a plurality of sir, while in the 
Seventh ward there had been four candi- 
dates and Dow's plurality -was 566 Con- 
cluding his resume. Mr. Bassett said 
thero was not a soul In the council who 
had received a majority -vote 


Mr Manuel then called Jlr Buckland 
to the chair and apoko as follows: 


MR. MANUEL SPEAKS. 


"When I have finished what I wish to 


say I think no one -will misunderstand my 
position on the si loon question, and I 
shall state It in tho language of the 
Non-partisan platform. 


"I declare the saloon to be an Intoler- 


able evil,'without ono redeeming feature. 
Far beyond all other causes conmbined. 
It corrupts our politics, brings discord 
Into families, destroys our young men, 
fills our prisons and robs our workingmen 
of their hard-earned wages. I pledge my- 
self, honestly and earnestly, to do all 
that public opinion will sustain me In 
doing, to curtail or abolish it. I ask that 
saloons shall not be either established or 
maintained In districts against the pro- 
test of tho inhabitants thereof. 
"Those aro my 'apntlments, and the 


platform upon which I have pledged my 
manhood, and I challenge any one to 
truthfully say that my voice and vote 
havn not always been given on tho floor 
of the Council for its support., 


"There has, never been a protect ajarnst 
saloon in a residence district, or any 
other diitrict for that matter that my 
voice and vote have not b*«n given strict- 


ly In accordance with"the platform I have 
Just read. 


"I do not consider that platform ex- 
treme. If I did, I should not have sup- 
ported It, for I am not rtn extremist nor 
am I a prohibitionist, but I believe earn- 
estly In the principles ot nobrloty and 
moderation in all things. In tho plat- 
form I declare the saloon to bo an Intol- 
erable evil, and In Its curtailment and 
abolishment, I pledge myself to do all 
that public sentiment will sustain me in 
doing* When I declare tho saloon to be 
an intolerable evil I speak from the 
standpoint of a moralist and earnestly 
believe what I say, yet there are others 
in the community who do not hold my 
views. 
"That they aro wrong and I am right I 


ha-; e no doubt, speaking from a moral 
standpoint, but shall set myself on a 
moral pedestal, as a member of this coun- 
cil, and say to this man and that, because 
I havo tho power, that strong drink Is 
,->n ovll tiling^ ami by my voto I shnll 
Uko from you? Who aro theso men who 
dilnk and support tho saloons? They aro 
made up of all clabscs of our citizens 
Tl.e church member, no doubt, furnishes 
tho smallest percentage. Tho banker, the 
capitalist, tho solid citizen and man of 
affairs come next. Thero aro saloons al- 
most entirely supported by this class. 
Then comes tho business rn.m nnd on 
oown through the list of mechanics to 
tho day laborer and oven to tho scaveng- 
01. In speaking of drlnkois bv classes in 
th's way, I mean the moderate drinker, 
for It is, ho who bupports the saloon. Tho 
dru iltard Is amenable to tho law for his 
crime and should not be considered Tho 
classes to which I havo icferred are not 
law-breakers. They commit no crimes, 
therefore they aro American citizens, 
.\ho havo rights and privileges that wo 
arc bound to respect, and, having them, 
their wishes must bo weighed In tho bal- 
ance with tho piomotors of this move- 
ment. That this Is a question that evoiy 
citizen is Interested in cannot bo denied. 
It is a square issue, on wlilch tho people 
urtvo tuhcn sides. 
It Is deemed so Im- 
portant that our friends havo considered 
it necessary to come hero and crowd 
our lobby to suffocation; so important, 
Indeed, that lawyers aro rctilncd to orato 
on ono bide, while the other calls mass- 
meetings and makes the subject a text 
from which sermons aro preached from 
pulpits. 


"Under such clicumslanee'S as these 


can I unblushlngly tako it upon myself 
to say tho majority want this or that' 
What does our plitform say 
'I pledge 


myself honestly and eai nestly to Uo all 
that public opinion will !,uutiln mo in do- 
ins to curtail and abolts.i it ' 
"This I will So, but I ask for that public 


opinion. I want the proofs. Tho only 
pioofs that can bo given on so important 
a question is tho sentiment of tho pco- 
plo as expressed at the ballot box, and 
that Is tho highest law known to an 
American citizen Has it over occuied to 
tho members of thla council why the pio- 
motors 
of this movement do not vant 


this question submitted to a voto of tho 
peopla? Thero can only be ono answer, 
and that is that they foai defeat. That 
being the case, note tho wcaknosa oC thoii 
position, for in n republican foim oC gov. 
orrunant 'majorities must rule, else tho 
whole fabric of oui institutions falls. 
Aid In tho face of this vo U-:i council, 
aio asked to set a s'tanclard ol morality 
for this community according to tho be- 
liefs of thoso gfntlcmen who havo come 
befoio- us, re&araless ^f thu wishes of a 
possible largo majoiity against it. 
' This possible majority against Sunday 


closing aro, In my Judgment opposed to 
the methods you use, and by no means to 
the end you seek to gain. There aro but 
tow who do not recognize tho terriblo in- 
roads tho uto of liquor makes upon tho 
lives and health of the people, upon the 
peace, happiness and prosperity of tho 
family, and upon tho dignty and welfare 
oC the community. 
"If tho end sought to be accomplished 


by tho advocates of this ordinance was a 
tangible thing and at all sure of practic- 
al results It would notbeopposedbyme. It 
would not bo opposed by members of tho 
ivfuniclpal League, by men of high moral 
• hiractcr in tho community. But it Is 


i oppobetl, as »ho^n by tho score of re- 
spectable men who have come and c\- 
1 oseed thomsohos to mo. by tho public 
>press!ons of opinion published in tho 
dally press, etc. I ha\c even had a del- 
egation of ministers of tho gospel como 
to mo and urge that this question bo sub- 
mitted to tho people 
"Even Professor Meads, an extremes! 


on tho subject of prohibition, has given 
me, as his opinion, that this question, to- 
gether with that of local option, should 
go to a voto of the people. Even such meT 
at Mr. E. C. Williams and Mr. Gary How- 
ard—and there Is no higher moral stand- 
ard represented in this community that 
fs re[ij sented by theso men—havo said 
to mo that this question should go to the 
people 
"And in tho faco of this, -wo are met 
with insinuations and intimidation from 
these gentlemen of th cloth. There has 
appeared, from day to day, in tho public 
press, fintcrvlows with theso reverend 
gentlemen, in which members of this 
council aro accused directly and indi- 
rectly 
with 
having 
fallen 
down, 


gno over to tho saloon, with intriguing 
with the saloon men to I defeat this 
ordinance, and with having .signed an 
agreement that, if elected, they would 
support saloon interests 
"If my reputation in tho community is 
a sufficient guarantee to bo believed 
in making a public utterance, I declare 
such insinuations and charges, so far as 
they concern me, to be wicked, malicious 
and utterly false, and firmly believe them 
to bo so, so far as they concern every 
member of this Council. 
' I believe 
that a position of public 


office, such as the members of this Coun- 
cil now hold, is as holy a trust as could 
be placed in our hands I, for one, -will 
not violate that trust knowingly and in- 
tentionally. 
"In tho public press, under dato of May 


30th, Hev Mr. Rader says: 'Now, what 
would tho effect of ths election bo? The 
saloon people would vote bolldly to keep 
saloons open every day, while our people 
•uould divide up on tho question of Sun- 
day closing and of closing every day. 
The Council, no doubt, had this In mind 
when the resolution was passed.' 


To show how 
malicious and untrue 
such an insinuation is, I desiro to say 
that I personally prepared a resolution, 
comprising five questions to bo submitted 
to tho people, Involving total closing of 
saloons, which was agreed to between 
Messrs Towle, Mott and myself. I then 
allowed the resolution to Mr. Dow and 
Professor Meads. They did not like my 
resolution, but prepared tho one which 
was passed b> the Council involving only 
two questions 
So that tho injustice 


done by Mr. Rader's insinuations of May 
30th is dono to Professor Meads and Mr. 
Dow."Mr. Rader is further made to say in 
public print on May SOth tho following! 
" 'Furthermore In tills light v/o have 


made tho discovery that somo of these 
Qon-partlsan councllmen, prior to elec- 
tion, signed an agreement prepared by 
the liquor men, by the terms of which 
the candidates for the council were to 
look out for tho saloon interests if elect- 
ed. 
This agreement wo propose to in- 


troduce to tho public before this fight is 
ov er' 
' Now, as a member of this council, and 
with all respect due a minister of the 
bible, I demand the proofs of this charge 
or an acknowledgment of its falsity, tho 
same to bo given as much publicity 03 was 
tho charge 
If this thing has occurred 
the public has a right to know It. If It 
has not occurred, and I believe It has not, 
then, reverend sir, where Is your Justice, 
where Is your Christian charity? If these 
charges be not true you have done a 
wicked thing and arc undeserving the 
cloth you wear, and I say to you, sir, and 
to tho members of my constituency, that 
I stand on tho floor of this council pledg- 
ed to no saloon and TIO saloon inter- 
est*, and am untrammeled and free to 
vote on this and every other question 
that may present itself. 
"Another reason for opposition to the 
proposed ordinance is that it is but a 
tnr-nTis to an end, for it has-been stated 
';.

Whitney Mot Counted In. 


SSt-Seoretary Whitney Is one of the 


shrewdest politician* ot the day. He 
never loses sight of the main chance. 
Ha has probably figured on the possi- 
bilities of obtaining: a presidential 
nomination. He has the advantage ot 
having great wealth. The barrel has 
become an important factor In a na- 
tional election. There is also one dis- 
advantage. Whitney is closely con- 
nected with the Standard Oil Company 
and with several other large corpora- 
tions. 


It was evident that if Whitney had 


aspirations for a presidential nomina- 
tion, he would not accept the office of 
8ecr«tary of State—an office which he 
eould have If he wanted it. According 
to the reports at the time Cleveland 
•elected his cabinet, the office of Secre- 
tary of State was first tendered to 
tWnltney and afterward to Qresham. 
There is a strong impression that the 
office does) not lead direct to the White 
House. 


Whitney may have had other reasons 


for declining the office. The rumored 
transfer of Secretary Olney may yet 
lie confirmed. Bayard had presidential 
aspirations, but the office of Secretary 
of Staf e was no help to him in that re- 
»pect. It did not help so grekt a man 
»s Daniel Webster. 
The fact that 


Whitney will not sit down in the office 
of Secretary of State has Just this sig- 
nificance—that if he Is to be a candi- 
date for a presidential nomination, he 
could not 
afford to carry any extia 


weight in the political r^ce. He cer- 
tainly Mould be handicapped as Secre- 


of State. 


The Great Wheat Gamble. 


Fair's great wh«at gamble has been 


settled at last by the payment of about 
three million dollars for the wheat. 
Just what the shrinkage Is cannot be 
accurately stated. 
It is believed to 


have been not less than J£,000,000, while 
some estimates are more. The losses 
made by the Nevada Bank in the fa- 
mous wheat deal were estimated to be 
not lees than eleven million dollars. 
Adding the Fair losses, there was sunk 
In these two transactions about $13,- 
000,000. 
If these estimates are too 


large, and a couple ot' millions should 
be taken off, there are Instances where 
it is'known that other wheat gambles 
resulted in an aggregate lose of not 
less than $2,000,000. 


It may be safely set down that during 


the last five years the wheat gambles 
in San Francisco have resulted in looses 
aggregating J1E,000,000. No doubt money 
has also been made in wheat transac- 
tions. As to the losses In the Fair gam- 
ble, if they had been three times as 
large there would have been no mourn- 
ers outside of those Immediately Inter- 
ested in the estate. If It kad all been 
sunk in a wheat gamble there would 
be less occasion to fight over the es- 
tate now. Fair, after the Nevada Bank 
loss, went Into this wheat deal to illus- 
trate the way in which a man of great 
shrewdness, who had been uniformly 
successful, could manipulate the mar- 
ket. Ee had manipulated mines. He 
would ha\e one go at the wheat, just 
to show how the business could be 
done. 


Settled tor tne Present. 


At the Council meeting last night 


the Sunday Closing ordinance was post- 
poned until such time as the question 
can be legally submitted to lie people 
and their verdlca recorded at the ballot 
box. 


This course, we belive, will meet the 


approbation of all fair-minded per- 
ons who are not upon principle preju- 
diced against the liquor traffic in any 
form. It will restore harmony and qui- 
etude among the people which Is always 
disturbed by agitations such as we have 
just witnessed, which bode no good to 
the upbuilding of the city. 


We have been a disinterested witness 


to the struggle between the contend- 
ing 
factions.- having patrons and 


friends upon both aides of the contro- 
versy, and have taken no part in favor 
of either. Our columns, however, have 
been open to all to express their senti- 
ments and views whether for or against 
the ordinance without comment or ex- 
pression from us, la order thateaoh side 
ratght have a fair and respectful 
hearing, and their views laid before 
the council in their own language. 
Now that^ the flght Is over, at Icnst for 
the present, It Is not improper to re- 
View the Method* punned by the man- 
agers -of the flght, and point out the 
errors and salstakee which were made 
by the attacking party, which culmi- 
nated In disaster to the cause.in whlah 


In the niwt place, the organisation 


k«ow» as the Society for Suppression 
of the flaloM. has been organised and 
to taimttnm for mmar month* in this 
ally and haa^becn laboring with tnceev 


sant zeal since the date of its organiza- 
tion to accomplish the objects which its 
name implies. It was also well aware 
that the end sought to be accomplished 
would be resisted by those whos.e Inter- 
cstes were to be seriously affected -w ith 
allthevigorand earnestness thatorgan- 
izatlon and concentrated effort could 
accomplish. Hence it was evident that 
final success could only be reached 
through the medium of public opinion, 
and that sourceot information •was open 
to them at the last city election by sub- 
mitting the question to the people. 
Having neglected this opportunity the 
flght was precipitated with undue haste 
after the election, and 5n such a fierce 
and uncompromising mainer as> to cut 
off all avenues of reasonable disputa- 
tion and railroad the measure through 
the City Council by the most ultra and 
questionable methods. To this end the 
integrity of members of that body 
against whom hitherto the breath of 
suspicion has never been raised, were 
unmercifully assaulted through the col- 
umns of the public press and every de- 
vice known to legislative warfare -,vas 
wheeled into line and sought to be used 
in coercive fashion to accomplish the de- 
sired result. This onslaught was met 
by the enemy in a dignified and concil- 
iatory spirit. Being confronted almost 
wholly by ministers of the gospel, the 
California State Protective Association 
by its president, Mr. J. P. Edoff, and 
Its attorney, G. W. Baker, counseled 
calm and careful consideration of the 
subject and expressed their willing- 
ness to submit this and all other 
quetions germane 
thereto to a de-

polls, and in 'every way consistent 
with what they conceived to be their 
rights, parried the assault of their ad- 
versaries in such a manner as to com- 
mand the earnest consideration of both 
the council and the public. They neith- 
er abused their adversaries nor at- 
tempted to intimidate the legislative 
body, and the result plainly shows that 
these tactics were by all means the most 
skillful and that nothing can be ac- 
complished in matters of legislation by 
resorting to methods of questionable 
propriety.

The attacks mode upon tho Non-partl- 


zan members of tho council in the 
newspapers was particularly unfortu- 
nate. The character and well-known 
probity of the gentlemen against whom 
this charge was made are too well and 
favorably known In this community to 
bo smirched by any such a slander, 
and the manner in which it was met 
last evening places the author in a very 
unenviable position, unless ho brings 
forward the proof to make his charge 
good. 


On the whole wo are glad that the

Our Friend, the Horse. 


When the electric road was intro- 


duced In cities it displaced thousands 
of horses, whose lives had been made 
the harder by dragging street cars up 
and down hill and over the rough 
pavements. The life of a street car 
horse was not much more than four 
years after he was brought to this 
dally drudgery. Immense numbers of 
horses were used up in the service 
They were very good horses, selected 
for soundness and early maturity. 


Electricity let them out of the har- 


ness. Prices for horses went lower and 
lower. Recently at a sale ot horses 
from the Stanford ranch the average 
price was not much above »137 a head. 
Similar horses would have brought, a 
few years ago, not loss than $800 a 
head. Thoy were not work horses, but 
were well-bred animals, all having the 
qualities of good roadsters. Tho blood 
of Bleotloneer was In many of these 
handsome horses. Some of them even 
might become famous on the turf. Yet 
there was really no market for them. 
A very good horse can now be bought 
'or $75, and many have been sold as 
ow ae $50, while for common unbroken 
stock thero Is really no market, save 
for the hides. 


Then the bicycle made another rovo- 
utlon in the horse market. Thousands 
,ook to wheels in the place of buggy 
riding, and other thousands deserted 
the street cars. 
On some street car 


ines in this country, it was recently 
reported that the use of bicycles had 
made a monthly decrease of car reve- 
nue of not less than $500. On others 
.here was a decline nil the way down 
from those figures to $100 a month. 
•Jow the bicycle craze has just begun. 
Everybody is on two wheels instead 
of four. Not only is there a decine of 
revenue on street car lines, but the 
livery stable keepers feel ths depres- 
sion. The horse has another discount, 
ile Is not wanted so much as formerly 
'or family use, nor is he wanted inTJuch 
arge numbers for livery, stable use, 
specially in clCles. 
There will yet be something of a re- 
.ctlon In his favor. The horse has not 
oat caste. He Is still the best animal 
'rlend of man. Ho may yet serve him 
n many new capacities. 
All great

not a county road on which he may 
not be found at some time. His faith- 
fulness frequently earns for him the 
itle of "family horse," while It is sel- 
dom that any one hears anything

cants.

questions to Leslie. 
The witness, 
however, denied that ho had abus.-d 
hi:, daughter and that he had applied 
apprcbious epithets to her. 
Frank Miller then took the stnnd and 


testified that he had tried to have his 
wife stop drinking, and had employed 
doctors for that purpose. 
He said 
that drinklnpr on her part was heredi- 
tary, and that when she Kot beyond 
control he had been advised by tho 
doctor to allow his wife to drink whisky, 
because

Dr. Key testified that Miller was un- 
usually kind to his wife, endeavored 
to induce hep to abandon tho drinklntr 
habit, offered to send her to a Keoluy 
institute, and had given her n. seal- 
skin sacque with the hope of inducing 
her to break away from the drink

Georpre W. Rood appeared before the 
Board and directed the attentior. of the 
members to the law pased In 1891. cre- 
ating the office of state ami county 
Dealers, whose' duty Is to test all the 
scales, \veights and measures In the 
State once every year, a certain fee 
being 
charged the owners of th" 
ivelRhts and measures tested. The ex- 
penses of the offlce are to bo defrayed 
out of the feo«. The appointment of 
the County Sealer la to be made by tho 
Governor upon the recommendation of 
the Board of Supervisors. The fees to 
be charged vary according to the arti- 
cle to be tested, $1 being charged for 
examining a scalo. 
Mr. Reed said he appeared in the In- 
terest of Grant I. Tagsart, -who was 
an applicant for the position 'of County 
Sealer, and who desired, if the Board 
would kindly do so, to be recommended 
to tho Governor for appointment to 
the position.
